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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: | 
I hereby submit my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools: 
Throughout the Westmoreland schools there are evidences 
of fine work started by Mr. English. I have tried to continue 
his policies while I have been getting acquainted. 


TEACHERS 


Westmoreland is fortunate in the quality of the teachers 
who are in charge of its schools. As a whole the value of their 
services is far above the salary received. 


Following is the organization for 1925-1926.

Miss Charter was given leave of absence for 9 weeks dur- 
ing the winter to complete her Normal School Course at Keene. 
Her place was taken by a Keene Normal School Cadet. 

The sad death of Mrs. Coulter in December of 1925 brought 
to an end the fine work she was doing in the East Westmore- 
land School. Mrs. Coulter’s place was taken by a cadet teacher 
from Keene Normal School. 
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BUILDINGS 


The building at Westmoreland Village, an excellent two 
room building is in fine condition. Through the efforts of the 
teachers money has been raised and a new sink purchased to 
facilitate the work of getting a noon lunch. 

The Depot School is in rather poor condition. There is 
need of chemical toilets and more window space. 

The building at the Corner needs chemical toilets and a 
jacketed stove. 

The East Westmoreland School is in fairly good condition 
although in need of improved toilets. The foundation for this 
building was repaired during the summer. 


HEALTH 


A large number of pupils have lost school time this year 
through sickness, notably an epidemic of whooping cough at 
the Corner School. It has been the custom to have a medical 
examination of each pupil once during the year and any defects 
found reported to parents and teachers. This is an excellent 
arrangement in so far as it goes but, to my mind, is inadequate 
to take the best care of our children. I hope there may be 
some arrangement made, by joining with other towns, to have 
a school nurse for part of the next school year. 

There are 18 children in the Westmoreland schools who 
have not been vaccinated or excused by a doctor. This should 
be attended to in the near future. 


NOON LUNCHES 


All the schools have been serving hot noon lunches for the 
_ children who bring their dinners to school. Canned vegetables 
and soups were purchased in quantity and distributed to the 
different buildings. These lunches have been an added burden 
on the teacher’s time and much credit is due them. I believe 
something hot for the children at noon in the winter is very 
important and I hope the noon lunches may continue. 
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FINANCES 


For the last few years there has been a steady increase in 
the number of Westmoreland pupils attending high school. 
This fact with a considerable increase in the tuition charge at 
Keene and Brattleboro has steadily increased the amount of 
money which must be voted at the district meeting for tuition 
(statutory obligation). . | 

At the beginning of the year 1925-26 there were 24 pupils 
attending high school. This fact with the increase in the cost 
of transportation will cause a deficit for the year. This deficit 
should be provided for at the District Meeting. 

The additional amounts necessary to spend for tuition and 
transportation will without doubt continue for another year 
and should be provided for by adopting an increased budget. 

Other school costs are stable as far as they can be esti- 
mated at present. 

May I say a word of appreciation for the cooperation of 
the teachers and the hearty support of the schools by the eiti- 
zens of the town. The aid and advice of the School Board 

have been of great help.

To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland : 
I hereby submit my second annual report as Superinten- 4 
dent of Schools. om, | 

, FUNDAMENTALS 

The two most important factors in any school system are 
first, the quality of instruction and second, the length of time 
the children receive such instruction. 

Westmoreland has, in general, been very fortunate in the 
quality of instruction in the schools. I hope we may continue 
in this respect. Sufficient salaries should be paid the teachers 
to keep them from year to year. The continual change of j 
teachers is, In a great many ways detrimental to the school ; 
system. 

The length of time the children attend school should, I 
believe, be increased. I would recommend that the school j 
day be made uniform throughout the town to extend from : 
9 o’elock in the morning to 3:45 in the afternoon with an 
hour for dinner and-two 15 minute recesses. The length of 
the school year should be increased from 36 to 37 weeks.

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BUILDINGS 


The lighting in the Westmoreland Depot school house has 
in the past been very poor especially on winter afternoons. 
This was remedied during the summer by cutting more win- 
dows in the north side and cutting down the trees that shaded 
the windows on the south side. At this time also the under- 
pinning of the shed was repaired, the toilets were painted, a 
urinal installed and a cupboard built into the school room. 
In connection with the cupboard a shelf was built to hold a 
small oil stove and a sink. 

The benches at this school house should be replaced by ad- 
justable chairs as the ones that are now being used are not ad- 
justable and it is necessary in a number of cases for two chil- 
dren to use the same seat. 

It would be very desirable to have a chemical toilet open- 
ing directly off the school room at the Depot School. 

The building at East Westmoreland was given two coats 
of paint on the outside before school began this fall. The in- 
terior will have to be redecorated before lone. Except for 
the need of better toilets this building is in good shape. I 
would like very much to see a good cupboard with doors, a 
shelf and a sink in this building. Such a kitchen unit would 


help in the preparation of noon lunch, improve the conditions 


for washing hands and handling the drinking water and would 
be valuable when any community gathering were held in the 
school house. 

The building at Westmoreland Corner has for some time 
been badly in need of blackboards. These were installed this 
summer and are a great improvement over the old ones. 

This building should have a jacketed stove, chemical toilets 
and a good cupboard built into the room. 


NOON LUNCH 


The use of the income from the Lord fund, voted at the 
last town meeting, for noon lunches in the schools has been 
much appreciated. In most cases some of the older girls with 
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the help of the teacher have prepared a hot dish. 

The method used at the Corner School has some advantages. 
The children bring soup, cocoa, stew or other food from home 
in a pint jar. As they come into school in the morning they 
put these jars into a pan of cold water on the stove. During 
the morning the food is heated, the water vapor from the water 
in the pan circulates around the school room which is very de- 
sirable and at noon the children use the warm water from the 
pan to wash their hands in before eating dinner. 


HEALTH 


The attendance at school this year has been rather poor 
due largely to sickness. The East Westmoreland school was 
closed one week because nearly all the children were sick with 
measles. Whooping cough, chickenpox, colds and other ail- 
ments have taken their toll of school days. 

I feel that school and home should cooperate in doing 
more to safeguard the health of our children, not only to 
keep the children free from disease but to foster health habits 
and impart health knowledge so that they will have an abun- 
dance of energy and vigor, an overflow of life which will be 
the foundation for good work at school. 

An effort was made in the Walpole Union last year to pro- | 
vide for a school nurse to devote her entire time to the school 
children in the Union. This was made impossible through a 
technicality in the vote at Walpole which made their vote 
Wlegal. I hope that this may be arranged at the School Meet- 
ing this year. The $500 raised in Westmoreland for this pur- 
pose is still in the hands of the School Board. I hope it may be: 
used for its original purpose this year. 


COURSE OF STUDY 


The course of study in the Westmoreland schools remains 
the same as it has been for a number of years. There is however 
a steady increase in the time and emphasis given to the study 
of health habits and character development. 
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PARENT-TEACHER ASSOCIATION 


It is with pleasure that I speak of the Parent-Teacher 
Association at East Westmoreland. During their first year 
of organization they have accomplished much. Due to their 
efforts the yard in front of the school house which has always 
been muddy and almost impossible as a play ground has been 
filled in with gravel. Two teeter boards have been constructed 
for the children and the work of the school fostered thru the 
offering of prizes. 

The Huntley Spaulding Cup offered to the Association of 
the State making the most progress was awarded to the Kast 
Westmoreland group this year. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the fine work Mrs. 
Warwick has been doing as school nurse and invite your at- 
tention to her report. 

- Again I am glad to record the fine cooperation given the 
Superintendent by the teachers, parents and School Board 
toward the maintaining of better schools in Westmoreland.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. William Slade, 
Supt. of Schools, 
Walpole, N. H. 
I respectfully submit the following report of my observa- 
tions as school-nurse: 


118 Pupils have been examined physically 

82 Pupils need dental work done 

44 Pupils have enlarged tonsils or adenoids 

30 Pupils show defective vision, uncorrected. 

25 Pupils show orthopedic defects 

19 Pupils show defects of heart or circulation 

18 Pupils show abnormal conditions of the lungs, one or two 
of these should be watched for possible T. B. 

3 Pupils show slight anaemic conditions 

6 Pupils show enlarged glands , 

2 Pupils show defects of hearing 7 

2 Pupils show mental defects and should be tested for 
feeble-mindedness 

25 Pupils are unvaccinated; this includes a few who have 
doctors’ certificates 


The general hygienic conditions in the schools are good. 
I would recommend chemical toilets. in those schools which 
haven’t them as soon as can be. The seats in the Corner School 
and the Depot School are not suitable and tend to poor posture 
in the children. As the ventilation is direct I would reecom- 
mend the use of perforated window boards at one window of 
each room. A sink in the three schools which have none would 
greatly assist in the proper care of dishes. The Village School 


has a very damp cellar which I believe could be properly drain- © 


ed by a trench filled with loose rock around the walls inside. 
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We have arranged for a dental cline in the near future and 
a tonsil clinic in the spring. The other defects I am urging 
the parents to have corrected as far and as fast as possible.
